Opinions are generally ex press­ 
ed that if further rainfall can 
be eliminated for a harvesting 
period that Jones County will have 
a much greater y ield than has been 
predicted. 
Thursday morning totals from 
McBride & Johnson, Harden Grain 
Company and Fred B. Moore Ele­ 
vator showed that alx mt 13,000 
bushels of wheat have been han­ 
dled through the local plants. 
Opinions vary as to what the 
average y ield will be 
for the 
county but some very favorable 
earlier harvests have been report­ 
ed. 
F irst cuttings from the J. 
C. Lain farm, six miles northeast 
of Hamlin indicate a 25-bushel 
per acre y ield which may fall off 
as the end of the harvest nears. 
E. T. Pittard, seven miles south­ 
east of here, cut 32 bushels to the 
acre from 3 acres and it is believed 
that his production will level off 
to 25 bushels. 
Larry Adamson, of the Piainview 
community , 10 miles southeast, in­ 
dicates that this cutting will aver­ 
age 25 bushels. 
More conservative estim ates are 
that Jones County may finish the 
harvest with 11 to 12 bushels aver­ 
age y ield. 
Varieties reported arc principally 
Early W ichita, Early Triumph and 
some Early Black Hull. 
It is reported that harvest at 
Crowell and in the Sey mour \i-

Stand ard ization Lead s To Simp licity 
In Texas State Hig hway Control Lig hts 


What do y ou know about hig h- jn motion that the sig nal indica­ 
tion will chang e; it p rov ides a 
clearance time for traffic already 
in the intersection and for traffic 
Ap p roaching so closely that to 
stop would be hazardous; and it 
p erm its op eration of y ellow as a 
flashing caution sig nal when the

way traffic sig nals? 
If 
y our 
knowledg e is limited to the fact 
tha* y ou g o when the sig nal showrs 
g reen and stop when it shows 
red. y ou can make the p roblem 
of traffic control an easier one 
for y our p ublic officials by know­ 
ing more about traffic sig nals. 


You can help bring about uni­ 
form ity of traffic 
sig nals 
by 
learning to identify the stancfard 
traffic sig nal and then encourag ­ 
ing y our officials to use only stan­ 
dard ty p es when they install new’ 
sig nals or rep lace ex icting non­ 
standard sig nals. 
Wouldn’t it be 
much easier for y ou to under­ 
stand the indications g iv en by 
traffic sig nals if they were all of 
the same desig n in ev ery town 
and state? 
In fact, standardiza­ 
tion of traffic control sig nals is 
considered so desirable and im­ 
p ortant that the 50th Tex as Leg ­ 
islature sp ecified that all hig hway 
sig nals installed in Tex as after 
19 47 shall conform to National 
standards. 


The sketch will help y ou iden­ 
tify the most comman ty p e of a 
standard fix ed-time (stop and g o) 
sig nal for susp ension ov er the cen­ 
ter of the hig hway . 
To be stan­ 
dard each face must hav e at 
least three lenses, with red at the 
top , y ellow’ below the red, and 
g reen below the y ellow. 
Addi­ 
tional lenses, showing arrows and 
walk-wait, may be added at com­ 
p licated intersections to p rov ide 
for sp ecial mov ements of traffic. 
The standard 
p osition 
of 
the 
lenses is not only help ful to ev ery 
motorist, but it is esp ecially help ­ 
ful to the color blind who can 
tell whether to stop or g o by the 
difference in brig htness of the 
lenses when they cannot distin­ 
g uish colors. 
The y ellow sig nal, which fol­ 
lows g reen only , p lay s a v ery im­ 
p ortant role. 
It warms traffia

stop and g o sig nal. 
There are a larg e number of 
traffic sig nals in use today that 
were installed before the p resent 
standards were adop ted, and they 
do not conform to p resent stand­ 
ards. 
Unfortunately 
there are 
some local units of g ov ernment 
who still buy non-standard 
Sig ­ 
nals without the y ellow lenses. 
Some of these two-section sig nals 
show red and g reen at the time 
they are chang ing color, which Is 
not only confusing but also haz­ 
ardous . 
You can also help with the p rob­ 
lem of traffic control by under­ 
standing the functions of traffic 
sig nals and their limitations. 
A well desig ned and op erated 
traffic sig nal installed on the ba­ 
sis of factual studies of the num­ 
ber of v ehicles and p edestrians, 
accidents, sp eeds, delay s, and p hy ­ 
sical conditions of the 
location 
con render inv aluable serv ice in 
the smooth and safe flow of traf­ 
fic. 
On the other hand, an un­ 
justified, ill desig ned, ineffectiv ely 
p laced, imp rop erly op erated, p oor 
ly maintained sig nal is not anly a 
waste of p ublic funds but it also 
causes unnecessary delay s to traf­ 
fic, disobedience of sig nal indi­ 
cations. use of alternate routes, 
and often, an increase in acci­ 
dents. 
After y ears of study and ex ­ 
p erience, 
National 
authorities 
hav e set out the conditions that 
will justify the installation of a 
traffic sig nal. 
Unfortunately , too 
many traffic sig nals hav e been 
installed on the basis of op inion 
rather than facts, and up on the

Isn’t it ridiculous for a 
child to hav e to suffer with it 
when it may be p rev ented by 
simp le v accination? 
Whoop ing coug h g oes 
by 
the 
scientific name of p ertussis. 
Re­ 
g ardless of what y ou call it, it 
still means v iolent, p ainful, wrack­ 
ing coug hs that take the breath 
and tears at the chest and throat 
walls. 
Pertussis 
is 
p rev alent among 
children ev ery where. 
About 15 
out of ev ery 100 cases-are in child­ 
ren under two. 
North America 
from time to time seems to hav e 
more than its fair share of cases. 
Sometimes it’s fatal, esp ecially 
to v ery small children. About 8 5 
out of ev ery 100 whoop ing coug h 
deaths are among the two-y ear 
olds and less. 
And, strang ely 
enoug h, most deaths are among 
g irls. 
In 
1949 
Tex as had 46 
whoop ing coug h deaths. 
So far 
in 1950, an av erag e of 323 cases 
hav e been rep orted ev ery week. 
Whoop ing coug h is sp read by 
drop let infection—that is, by the 
breathing of air contaminated by 
a sneeze or coug h of an infected 
p erson. You can g et it from using 
the p ersonal thing s of an infected 
p erson, too. 
It is communicable 
from about 7 day s after ex p osure

mistaken idea that they are a 
cure-all for all traffic p roblems. 
The result has been a hindrance 
to traffic rather than a help . How 
many times hav e y ou , as a lew 
abiding citizen, been forced to 
stop at some insig nificant cross 
street and wait for a sig nal to 
chang e to g reen when there w as j 
not a car or p edestrian in sig ht? 
Did this unnecessary delay im­ 
p rov e y our disp osition and y our 
resp ect for traffic sig nals? 
An­ 
other comman fallacy is that a 
sing le stop 
and g o sig nal can 
control sp eed, and this belief^ias 
resulted in a number of unjustif­ 
ied sig nals. 
The sig nal may slow 
down the sp eed demon or ev en 
stop him while the sig nal is red, 
but while the sig nal is showing 
it only offers a challeng e for this 
sp eed demon to g o faster to g et 
by it before it does turn red. 
Traffic sig nals cannot write tick­ 
ets for 
traffic 
v iolations—y ou 
still need traffic officers to en­ 


force traffic rule s and reg ula­ 
tions. 
Remember these thing s about 
traffic sig nals and do y our p art in 
the p roblem of traffic control by j 
insisting that y our local officials! 
install only standard sig nals in 
the future and that they be in­ 
stalled only after a factual study 
has been made by a comp etent 
eng ineer to dtermine whether or 
not they will be a help or a hin­ 
drance to traffic.
